OUR USELESS SINUSES 
By Science Features 


The body is called one of the 
most efficient machines but some of 
its parts could be done away with 
for they have no other function ex- 
cept to cause us trouble. The si- 
nuses—cavities in bone or tissue— 
are the chief offenders. \ 

There are eight sinuses, set in 
pairs in the cheekbone, the fore- 
head under the eyebrows, under 
the bridge of the nose and in back 
of the nasal passages. Lined with 
mucous membrane, they all have 
drainage holes into the nose. | 

The trouble starts when the si- 

_~ nuses become 
irritated, infect- 
ed and clogged- 
up from colds 
smoke, dust an 
emotional 
strains. City 
folk working in 
poorly ventilat- 
ed rooms suffer 
more than coun- 
try dwellers. 

Usually all 
the sinuses are 
affected and the slow sluggish dis- 
charge of mucous is blocked. The 
cavities fill up making a splendid 
breeding place for microbes and 
causing pressure that results in 
splitting headaches and a_ nasal 
and post-nasal discharge or “drip.” 

The disease, called sinusitis, is 
recurring and antibiotics are used 
in the treatment. Dr. Pedro A. A. 
Cuya conducted a series of tests in 
Lima, Peru, where terramycin was 
effectively used to kill the microbes 
lodged in the cavities. Doctors also 
alleviated some of the symptoms 
by opening and flushing the 
plugged-up passages, allowing the 
natural flow of mucous.

The committees today make the 
following announcement: 

The first of a proposed series of 
meetings between two committees 
representing the Methodist and 
Congregational churches in Bal- 
lardvale was held recently for the 
purpose of opening discussion and 
possible negotiation of a merger 
of the churches, 

The idea is not a new one. For 
many years it has been thought 
that a united church would be 
more effective in the community 
than the two part-time churches. 
The feeling was that the two chur- 
ches working together in united 
effort would be stronger and better 
able to fulfill their Christian pur- 
pose. There would be a united 
voice in community improvement 
and a combining of resources. 

The Methodist church was or- 
ganized in Ballardvale in 1850 


with a charter of 21 members. The 
church building was erected in 
1852. Since then it has been 
served by 65 pastors, most of them 
student ministers. 

An ecclesiastical society was 
also formed in 1850 in Ballardvale 
which later became the Congrega- 
tional church in 1854. From that 
time on, there have been two Pro- 
testant churches in the town, both 
Operating on a part-time basis. 

About 17 years ago, a movement 
in the direction of merger was be- 
gun. Since then, several negotia- 
tions for a plan of union have been 
discussed but the merger was 
never realized. Perhaps the most 
definite move was made five years 
ago, when members of the Con- 
gregational church polled 80% in 
favor of a merger and set up 
committee to discuss the 
with the Methodists. 

A year and a half ago the Con- 
eregational church committee met 
with members of the official board 
of the Methodist church and this 
meeting resulted in a decision of 
the Methodists to conduct a poll 
of their membership regarding mer- 
ger discussion. The results of the 
poll indicated that only half the 
membership were in favor of dis- 
cussing merger and the matter was 
dropped by the Methodists while 
the Congregational church main- 
tained their committee.
